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Continuation of 13. Other: The claims 1-6, 8-15 and 17-20 are rejected under Meliinger as stated in the Final Office action of 7-27-05. 
The demarcation line 24 of Meliinger would not be seen from the outer side of the pad when it is worn on a wearer since the line 24 would 
smoothly follow the breast contour under the breast. Line 24 in figure 3 of Meliinger is the line where the breast of the wearer meets the 
body of the wearer . Additionally, Applicant is advised to review the breast form shape of Ullian (US 2,834,352) that disclsoes a brassiere 
pad with a demarcation line 16 a lower "uncompressed portion" and an upper c"compressed" portion as braodly claimed. The upper area 
is more compressed than the lower portion. The pad of Ullian is not disclsoed as being form molded or a liquid poured into a mold . 
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
